OMOST  gracious  Father,  we  fly  unto  thee  for  mercy  in  be- 
half of  this  thy  servant,  here  lying  under  the  sudden  visita- 
tion of  thine  hand.  If  it  be  thy  will,  preserve  his  life,  that  there 
may  be  place  for  repentance ;  But,  if  thou  hast  otherwise  appointed, 
let  thy  mercy  supply  to  him  the  want  of  the  usual  opportunity  for 
the  trimming  of  his  lamp.  Stir  up  in  him  such  sorrow  for  sin, 
and  such  fervent  love  to  thee,  as  ma}'-  in  a  short  time  do  the  work 
of  many  days  :  Tliat  among  the  praises  which  thy  Saints  and  holy 
Angels  shall  sing  to  the  honour  of  thy  mercy  through  eternal  ages, 
it  may  be  to  thy  unspeakable  glory,  that  thou  hast  redeemed  the 
soul  of  this  thy  servant  from  eternal  death,  and  made  him  parta- 
ker of  the  everlasting  life,  which  is  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord,     Amen.

^  Here  is  to  be  noted,  that  the  Office  ensuing  is  not  to  he  used  for  any 
unbaptizfd  Adults,  any  who  die  excommunicate,  or  who  have  laid  vio- 
lent hands  upon  themselves. 

^  The  Minister,  meeting  the  Corpse  at  the  entrance  of  the  Churchyard, 
and  going  before  it,  either  into  the  Church,  or  towards  the  Grave,  shall 
say,  or  sing, 

I  AM  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith  the  Lord :  he  that 
believeth  in  me,  though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live :  and 
whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  pae,  shall  never  die.  St.  John 
xi.  25,  26. 

I  KNOW  that  my  Redeemer  liveth,  and  that  he  shall  stand  at 
the  latter  day  upon  the  earth :  And  though  after  my  skin 
worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh  shall  I  see  God  :  whom 
I  shall  see  for  myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and  not  another. 
Job  xix.  25,  26,  27. 

"TTT'E  brought  nothing  into  this  world,  and  it  is  certain  we  can 
VV      carry  nothing  out.     The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath 
taken  away ;   blessed  be  the  Name  of  the  Lord.     1  Tim.  vi.  7. 
Job  i.  21. 

^  After  they  are  come  into  the  Church,  shall  be  said  or  sung  the  follow- 
ing Anthem,  taken  from  the  SQth  and  90th  Psalms. 
LORD,  let  me  know  my  end,  and  the  number  of  my  days  ;  that 
I  may  be  certified  how  long  I  have  to  live. 

Behold,  thou  hast  made  my  days  as  it  were  a  span  long,  and 
mine  age  is  even  as  nothing  in  respect  of  thee;  and  verily  every 
man  living  is  altogether  vanity. 

For  man  walketh  in  a  vain  shadow,  and  disquieteth  himself  in 
vain  ;  he  heapcth  up  riches,  and  cannot  tell  who  shall  gather  them.

The  days  of  our  age  are  three-score  years  and  ten  ;  and  though 
men  be  so  strong  that  they  come  to  fourscore  years,  yet  is  their 
strength  then  but  labour  and  sorrow  ;  so  soon  passeth  it  aAvay,  and 
we  are  gone. 

So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may  apply  our  heart* 
unto  wisdom. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the  Son,  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost ; 

As  it  was  in  the  beginning,  is  now,  and  ever  shall  be,  world  with- 
out end.     Amen. 

^    Then  shall  follow  the  Lesson,  ialcen  out  of  the  fiftanth  Chapttr  of 
the  Jirat  Epistle  of  St.  Paul  to  the  Corinthians. 
1  Cor.  XV.  20. 

NOW  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and  become  the  first-fruits  of 
them  that  slept.  For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man  came 
also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in 
Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive.  Bui  every  man  in  his  own  order; 
Christ  the  first-fruits ;  afterward  they  that  are  Christ's,  at  his  coming. 
Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he  shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom 
to  God,  even  the  Father  ;  when  he  shall  have. put  down  all  rule, 
and  all  authority,  and  power.  For  he  must  reign,  till  he  hath  put 
all  enemies  under  his  feet.  The  last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed 
is  death.  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under  his  feet.  But  when 
he  saith,  all  things  are  put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he  is 
excepted,  which  did  put  all  things  under  him.  And  when  all  things 
shall  be  subdued  unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also  himself  be  sub- 
ject unto  Him  that  put  all  things  under  him,  that  God  may  be  all 
in  all.  Else  what  shall  they  do  which  are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if 
the  dead  rise  not  at  all  ?  why  are  they  then  baptized  for  the 
dead  ?  and  why  stand  we  in  jeopardy  every  hour  ?     I  protest  by 
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your  rejoicing,  whicli  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I  die  daily. 
If  after  the  manner  of  men  I  have  fought  with  beasts  at  Ephesus, 
what  advantageth  it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not  ?    Let  "us  eat  and  drink, 
for  to-morrow  we  die.  Be  not  deceived :  evil  communications  corrupt 
good  manners.     Awake  to  righteousness,  and  sin  not ;  for  some 
have  not  the  knowledge'  of  God.     I  speak  this  to  your  shame. 
But  some  man  will  say,  How  arc   the  dead   raised  up  ?  and  Avith 
what  body  do  they  come  ?    Thou  fool !  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not 
quickened,  except  it  die.    And  that  which  thou  sowest,  thou  sowest 
not  that  body  that  shall  be,  but  bare  grain  ;  it  may  chance  of  wheat 
or  of  some  other  grain.    But  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased 
hjm ;  and  to  every  seed  his  own  body.     All  flesh  is  not  the  same 
flesh  ;  but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts, 
another  of  fishes,and  another  of  birds.    There  are  also  celestial  bodies, 
and  bodies  terrestrial ;  but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is  one,  and 
the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another.     There  is  one  glorj^  of  the 
sun,  and   ^nothcr  glory  of  the   moon,   and  another  glory  of  the 
stars ;  for  ^e  star  d-ifforeth  from  another  star  in  glory.     So  also 
is  the  resurrection   of  the  dead.     It  is  sown  in   corruption  ;  it  is 
raised  in  incorruption :  It  is  sown  in  dishonour  ;  it  is  raised  in  glory: 
It  is  sown  in  weakness  :  it  is  raised  in  power  :  It  is  sown  a 'natural 
body ;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.     There  is  a  natural  body,  and 
there  is  a  spiritual  body.     And  so  it  is  written.  The  firs*!  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  soul ;  the  last  Adam  was   made  a  quick- 
ening spirit.     Howbeit,  that  was  not  first  which   is  spiritual,  but 
that  which  is  natural;  and  afterward  that  which  is  spiritual.     The 
first  man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy :  the  second  man  is  the  Lord  from 
heaven.     As  is  the  earthy,  such  are  they  that  are  earthy  ;  and  as 
is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also  that  are  heavenly.     And  as  we 
have  borne  the  image  of  tl)e  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image 
of  the  heavenly.     Now  this  I  say,"  brethren,  that  flesh  and  ))lood 
cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God  ;  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  • 
incorruption.     Behold,  I  show  you  a  mystery :  We  shall  not  all 
sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be  changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling 
of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump :  for  the  trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the 
dead  shaJl  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be  changed.     For 
this  corruptible  must  put  on    incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must 
put  on  immortality.     So  when  this   corruptible  shall  have  put  on 
incorruption,  and  this  mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,   then 
shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is  written,  Death  is  SAval- 
lowed   up   in  victory.     0  death,  where   is  thy  sting  ?     0  grave, 
■Tfhere  is  thy  victory  ?     The  sting  of  death  is  sin,  and  the  strength 
of  sin  is  the  law.     But  thanks  be   to  God,  which  giveth   us  the 
victory  through   our  Lord   Jesus  Christ.     Therefore,   my   beloved 
brethren,   be  ye  steadfast,  unmoveable,  always  abounding  in  the 
work  of-  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labour  is  not 
in  vain  in  the  Lord.

MAN,  that  is  born  of  a  woman,  hath  but  a  short  time  to  livej 
and  is  full  of  misery.  He  cometh  up,  and  is  cut  down  like 
a  flower ;  he  fleeth  as  it  were  a  shadow,  and  never  continueth  in 
one  stay. 

In  the  midst  of  life  we  are  in  death;  Of  whom  may  we  seek  for 
succour,  but  of  thee,  0  Lord,  who  for  our  sins  art  justly  displeased  ? 

Yet,  0  Lord  God  most  holy,  0  Lord  most  mighty,  0  holy  and 
mo?t  merciful  Saviour,  deliver  us  not  into  the  bitter  pains  of  eter- 
nal death. 

Thou  Ignowest,  Lord,  the  secrets  of  our  hearts  :  Shut  not  thy 
merciful  cars  to  our  prayers;  but  spare  us,  Lord  most  holy,  0  God 
most  might-y,  0  holy  and  merciful  SavioUr,  thou  most  worthy 
Judge  eternal,  suffer  us  not,  at  our  last  hour,  for  any  pains  of 
death,  to  fall  from  thee.

^   Then,ivkile  the  earth  shall  be  cost  upon  the  Body  by  sojne^  standing 

by,  the  Minister  shall  say, 

FORASMUCH  as  it  hath  pleased  Almighty  God,  in  his  wise 
providence,  to  take  out  of  this  world  the  Soul  of  our  deceased 
Brother,  we  therefore  commit  A^'s  Body  to  the  ground  ;  earth  to 
earth,  ashes  to  ashes,  dust  to  dust ;  looking  for  the  general  Re- 
surrection in  the  last  Day,  and  the  life  of  the  World  to  come,  through 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ ;  at  whose  second  coming  in  glorious  Majes- 
ty to  judge  the  world,  the  Earth  and  the  Sea  shall  give  up  their 
dead  ;  and  the  corruptible  Bodies  of  those  who  sleep  in  him  t^hall 
be  changed,  and  made  like  unto  his  own  glorious  Body ;  according 
to  the  mighty  working  whereby  he  is  able  to  subdue  all  things  unto 
himself.

Write,  From 
henceforth  blessed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the  Lord  :  even  so 
saith  the  Spirit ;   for  they  rest  from  their  labours.

•f   Then  the  Minister  shall  say  the  Lord's  Prayer. 

OUR  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed  be  thy  Name  ;  Thy 
kingdom  come  ;  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  Heaven  ; 
Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread  ;  And  forgive  us  our  trespasses, 
as  we  forgive  those  who  trespass  against  us  ;  And  lead  us  not  into 
temptation;  But  deliver  us  from  evil.     Amen. 

^   Then  the  Minister  shall  say  one  or  both  of  the  following  Prayers,  at 

his  discretion.

And  we  beseech  thee,  that  we, 
with  all  those  who  are  departed  in  the  true  faith  of  thy  holy  Nam  e, 
may  have  our  perfect  consummation  and  bliss,  both  in  body  and 
soul,  in  thy  eternal  and  everlasting  glory;  through  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.

O  MERCIFUL  God,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
who  is  the  resurrection  and  the  life  ;  in  whom  whosoever 
believetb,  shall  live,  though  he  die;  and  whosoever  liveth  and 
believeth  in  him,  shall  not  die  eternally;  who  also  hath  taught  us,  by 
his  holy  Apostle  St.  Paul,  not  to  be  sorry,  as  men  without  hope, 
for  those  who  sleep  in  him  ;  We  humbly  beseech  thee,  0  Father, 
to  raise  us  from  tha  death  of  sih  unto  the  life  of  righteousness ; 
that  when  w^  shall  depart  this  life,  we  may  rest  in  him  ;  and  that, 
at  the  general  Resurrection  in  the  last  day.  we  may  be  found 
acceptable  in  thy  sight ;  and  receive  that  blessing,  which  thy  well- 
beloved  Son  shall  then  pronounce  to  all  who  love  and  fear  thee, 
saying,  Come,  ye  blessed  children  of  my  Father,  receive  tl;e  king- 
dom prepared  for  you  from  the  beginning  of  the  world:  Grant 
this,  we  beseech  thee,  0  merciful  Father,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Mediator  and  Redeemer.     Ame7i. 

THE  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God,  and 
the  fellowship  of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  us  all  evermore.

At  the  Burial  of  the  Dead  at  sea,  the  Office  in  the  Common  Prayer  Book  may  he  used 
only  in xtead  of  tliese  words.  We  ihereCore  commit  his  Body  lo  the  ground,  earth  to 
earth,  &c..  iwy.'  We  therefore  commit  his  Body  to  the  deep,  to  be  turned  into 
corruption,  looking  for  the  Resurrtction  of  the  Body,  when  the  sea  shall  give  up  her 
dead,  and  the  life  of  the  world  to  come,  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  ;  who  at 
his  coming  shall  change  our  vile  Body, that  it  maybe  like  his  glorious  Body,  accord- 
ing to  the  mighty  working  whereby  he  is  able  lo  subdue  all  things  utile  himself. 
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Selection  First. 
Psalm  xix. 

THE  heavens  declare  the  glory  of  God ;  and  the  firmament 
showeth  his  handy-work. 
One  day  telleth  another  ;  and  one  night  certifieth  another. 
There  is  neither  speech  nor  language  ;  but  their  voices  are  heard 
among  them. 

Their  sound  is  gone  out  into  all  lands  ;  and  their  words  into  the 
ends  of  the  world.

The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  and  rejoice  the  heart ;  the 
commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  and  giveth  light   unto  the  ejies. 

The  fear  of  the  Lord  is  clean,  and  enduretli  for  ever ;  the  judg- 
ments of  the  Lord  are  true,  and  righteous  altogether. 

More  to  he  desired  are  they  than  gold,  yea,  than  much  fine  gold; 
sweeter  also  than  honey,  and  the  honey-comb. 

Moreover,  by  them  is  thy  serVant  taught ;  and  in  keeping  of 
them  there  is  great  reward.  , 

Who'  can  tell  how  oft  he  offendcth  ?  0  cleanse  thou  me  from  my 
secret  faults. 

Keep  thy  servant  also  from  presumptuous  sins,  lest  they  get  the 
dominion  over  me. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth,  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart,  be 
alway  acceptable  in  thy  sight, 

0  Lord,  my  strength  and  my  redeemer. 

Psalm  xxiv. 

THE  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and  all  that  therein  is ;  the  compasa 
of  the  world,  and  they  that  dwell  therein. 

For  he  hath  founded  it  wpon  the  seas,  and  prejmred  it  upon  the 
floods.

He  will  not  alway  be  chiding ;  njpither  keepeth  he  his  anger  for 
ever. 

He  hath  not  dealt  toith  ns  after  our  sins;  nor  reivarded  ns  ac- 
cording to  our  ivickcdness. 

For  look  how  high  the  heaven  is  in  comparison  of  the  earth ;  so 
great  is  his  mercy  also  toward  them  that  fear  him  ! 

Look  how  wide  also  the  ca><t  is  from  the  west ;  so  far  hath  hd 
set  our  sins  from  ics. 

Yea,  like  as  a  father  piticth  his  own  children;  even  so  ig  the 
Lord  merciful  unto  them  that  fear  him. 

For  he  knoweth  whereof  we  are  made  ;  he  rememhereth  that  W9 
are  hut  dust. 

The  days  of  man  are  but  as  grass  ;  for  he  flourisheth  as  a  flower 
of  the  field. 

For  as  soon  as  the  wind  goeth  over  it,  it  is  gone  ;  and  the  place 
thereof  shall  knoio  it  no  more. 

But  the  merciful  goodness  of  the  Lord  endureth  for  ever  and 
ever  upon  them  that  fear  him ;  and  his  righteousness  upon  chil- 
dren's children ; 

Even  upon  such  as  keep  Ms  covenant,  and  think  upon  his  com-
